Expenditures  under  the  “General”  Account  amounted  to 
$143,134.16.  Of  this  amount,  the  sum  of  $124,416.42  was  for 
the  new  Service  Building  and  its  equipment. 
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POPULATION 

The  population  continues  to  show  the  same  steady  increase 
and  the  building  program  is  not  keeping  pace  with  the  increase 
in  population.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  population 
was  836 — 427  men  and  409  women — with  an  additional  23  men 
on  temporary  transfer  at  the  Ransom  Mental  Hospital — a total 
of  859.  At  the  close  of  1932  the  population  was  897 — 468  men 
and  429  women  with  an  additional  24  men  transfers  at  Ransom 
• — a total  of  921.  The  average  daily  population,  exclusive  of 
the  transfers,  was  447.4  men  and  418.2  women — total,  865.6. 
Including  the  transfers  at  Ransom,  the  daily  average  popula- 
tion was  889. 

The  total  number  on  parole  or  otherwise  absent  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  61 — 36  men  and  25  women.  The  total  number 
on  record,  exclusive  of  the  transfers,  was  958 — 504  men  and 
454  women.

During  1932,  there  were  229  admissions — 146  men  and  83 
women.  115  patients  were  discharged — 73  men  and  42  women. 
Two  men  patients  were  transferred  to  other  mental  hospitals 
and  there  were  48  deaths — 34  men  and  14  women.  The  re- 
covery rate  of  those  discharged,  based  on  the  number  of  first 
admissions,  was  approximately  20'.  while  the  percentage  of 
those  discharged  improved,  based  on  the  number  of  first  admis- 
sions, was  approximately  25.  The  deatli  rate,  based  on  the 
daily  average  population,  was  5 %%. 

14  autopsies'  were  performed  during  the  year — 29  per 
cent,  of  the  deaths  thus  came  to  autopsy.

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Health 

The  health  of  both  patients  and  employees  has  been  very 
satisfactory — there  have  been  no  epidemics  nor  anything  un- 
usual in  the  way  of  sickness.  However,  there  were  13  deaths 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis — 10  men  and  3 women.  Of  this 
number,  four  had  been  in  the  hospital  only  from  one  to  five 
weeks  at  the  time  of  death — the  remaining  9 patients  had  been 
here  for  periods  varying  from  4 to  31  years.  Leaving  out  of 
consideration  the  4 deaths  occurring  soon  after  admission, 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  constituted  approximately  18%  of 
the  total  deaths  for  the  period.  Of  the  ,13  deaths  from  this 
disease,  6 were  cases  of  dementia  praecox.  Pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis was  again  the  second  most  frequent  cause  of  death  for 
the  period. 

Suicides,  Homicides,  Accidents  and  Emergencies 

On  January  18th,  a man  patient  died  of  oedema  of  the 
glotis  and  throat — on  January  10th  he  had  scalded  his  hands 
and  face  in  a suicidal  attempt  and  the  condition  from  which 
he  died  followed  this  attempt. 

On  August  19th,  another  man  patient  died  of  multiple 
fractures  of  the  ribs  with  rupture  of  the  left  renal  vessels  and 
internal  hemorrhage — these  injuries  followed  an  altercation 
with  attendants.  A coroner’s  inquest  was  held  and  an  autopsy 
was  performed.  Also,  the  district  attorney’s  office  was  noti- 
fied. The  attendants  involved  were  discharged  from  the  service 

One  woman  patient  attempted  suicide  by  hanging  and 
another  attempted  suicide  by  cutting  her  throat. 

There  were  2 fractures  of  the  clavicle  due  to  falls.  One 
woman  patient  dislocated  her  clavicle  in  a maniacal  attack. 
Another  suffered  a fracture  of  the  radius  in  a fall.  Fracture 
of  the  fibula  in  a man  resulted  from  a fall.  Another  suffered 
a fracture  of  a metacarpal  bone  due  to  being  struck  by  another 
patient.  Another  man  dislocated  a terminal  phalanx  of  a 
finger  due  to  being  struck  by  a base-ball.  A man  admitted 
from  the  jail  was  found  to  have  a fracture  of  the  fibula  at  the 
time  of  admission.  Another  man  patient  was  found  to  have  a 
fracture  of  the  skull  at  the  time  of  admission.  One  woman 
suffered  a fracture  and  dislocation  of  the  humerus  when  she 
was  pushed  down  by  another  patient.  Another  woman  frac- 
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tured  her  humerus  when  she  fell  in  an  epileptic  convulsion.  A 
man  patient  suffered  a fracture  of  a terminal  phalanx  of  a 
finger  in  an  accidental  fall.  A woman  patient  fractured  a rib 
due  to  being  kicked  by  another  patient.  One  man  suffered 
slight  burns  of  the  thighs  due  to  leaning  against  a radiator.

The  personnel  of  the  Department  has  endeavored  through- 
out the  year  to  conform  to  the  highest  standards  of  Occupa- 
tional Therapy.  • The  thought  uppermost  in  mind  has  been  the 
furnishing  of  occupation  for  the  distinct  purpose  of  the  re- 
habilitation of  the  mental  faculties  of  the  patients  under  treat- 
ment. 

An  average  of  158  patients  was  given  daily  occupation 
during  the  year,  making  a daily  average  of  31  patients  to  each 
assistant  conducting  a class.  This  is  a maximum  number  for 
classes — if  the  classes  were  larger,  it  would  be  impossible  for 
the  instructor  to  give  the  necessary  individual  attention  to 
insure  results. 

Practically  every  patient  assigned  to  the  classes  benefits 
by  the  treatment — either  he  improves  enough  to  be  paroled 
home  or  to  be  transferred  to  industrial  work  about  the  institu- 
tion or  else  he  is  allowed  to  remain  indefinitely  in  the  classes 
where  his  mind  is  occupied  by  constructive  and  educational 
employment  which  he  enjoys.  In  the  several  classes,  every 
effort  is  made  to  bring  about  an  atmosphere  of  congeniality 
and  contentment. 

In  July,  the  Department  occupied  its  quarters  in  the  new 
Service  Building — the  entire  second  floor  of  the  west  wing. 
The  new  quarters  are  spacious  and  ideally  suited  for  occupa- 
tional work — there  are  two  large  class-rooms,  one  for  men  and 
another  for  women ; a large  display  room  is  provided ; and 
there  are  a library  room,  diet  kitchen,  sound-proof  music  room 
and  an  office  for  the  Chief  Occupational  Therapist.  Ever  since 
the  organization  of  the  Department  there  has  been  the  need 
of  just  such  a center  where  all  the  activities  could  be  concen- 
trated and  where  the  better  patients  could  be  separated  from 
the  confusion  and  monotony  of  the  wards. 

The  annual  Christmas  exhibit  and  sale  was  held  in  the 
display  room  from  9 A.  M.  to  9 P.  M.  on  November  17th — tea 
was  served  from  3 to  5 P.  M.  Much  interest  was  shown  in  the 
exhibition  and  the  display  room  was  crowded  with  visitors 
most  of  the  day.  An  added  feature  was  an  exhibition  of  cos- 
tumes and  stage  properties  that  had  been  made  and  used  by 
the  patients  in  various  amateur  performances. 


i Occupational  Therapy  Aides 
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The  annual  receipts  from  sales  amounted  to  $908.13. 
Articles  turned  over  for  use  in  the  institution  had  an  estimated 
value  of  $542.66.  Botli  receipts  and  expenditures  were  some- 
what lower  than  for  the  preceding  year.  Special  effort  was 
made  to  conduct  the  department  in  as  economical  a manner  as 
possible.  A large  quantity  of  waste  materials  such  as  burlap 
bags,  rags,  packing  boxes,  envelope  lining,  etc.,  was  converted 
into  useful  and  salable  articles  at  little  or  no  cost  to  the  insti- 
tution. 

In  addition  to  the  articles  sold  or  turned  over  to  the  in- 
stitution 661  brooms,  27  mattresses,  40  pillows  and  16  window 
shades  were  made  for  use  on  the  wards.  1296  pairs  of  shoes 
were  mended,  ,135  window  shades  Avere  repaired  and  23  pieces 
of  miscellaneous  furniture  Avere  repaired.

In  October,  a group  of  nurses  from  the  Nanticoke  State 
Hospital  visited  the  department — they  were  given  a short  talk 
on  Occupational  Therapy,  taught  a simple  problem  in  handi- 
craft and  conducted  through  the  various  classes. 

Numerous  parties,  picnics  and  entertainments  for  the 
patients  were  sponsored  by  the  department.  On  February 
22nd,  a Washington  Bi-Centennial  program  was  given  in  the 
auditorium.  A portrait  of  Washington  was  unveiled  and  Rev- 
erend J.  N.  White  gave  a very  interesting  address  on  the  life 
of  Washington — The  patients’  rhythm  orchestra  played  a num- 
ber of  selections  and  recitations  and  vocal  numbers  were  pre- 
sented— in  closing,  the  audience  sang  patriotic  airs. 

The  annual  May-Day  Fete  scheduled  for  May  12th, 
National  Hospital  Day,  was  postponed  to  May  19tli  on  account 
of  inclement  weather.  The  program  consisted  of  a procession, 
the  crowning  of  the  queen  and  various  dance  acts.  75  patients 
took  part  in  the  program  and  it  is  estimated  that  3000  persons 
attended  the  performance. 

The  Easter  Egg  Hunt  was  held  on  the  front  lawn  on  Easter 
Sunday — approximately  500  patients  participated. 

The  Christmas  program  was  given  on  the  evening  of  De- 
cember 23rd.  A three-act  comedy  entitled  “Christmas  with 
the  Mulligans”  was  presented.  This  was  followed  by  a proces- 
sion of  the  Christmas  Choir  robed  in  vestments.  During  the 
singing  of  the  choir  a tableau,  “The  Birth  of  Christ”,  was 
presented.  At  the  close  of  the  program  Santa  Claus  made  his 
annual  call.  Nuts,  candy  and  fruit  were  distributed  to  all 
present. 

During  the  summer  months,  many  picnics  for  small  groups 
were  held.  Picnics  for  all  patients  were  held  on  Decoration 
Day,  July  Fourth  and  Labor  Day.  At  these  picnics  basket  sup- 
pers were  served  on  the  lawn.  The  patients  were  permitted 
to  witness  a baseball  game  and  take  part  in  various  games  and 
races. 

On  St.  Valentine’s  Eve  and  on  Hallowe’en  the  usual  mas- 
querade parties  were  held.  These  seem  to  be  the  outstanding 
social  functions  of  the  year  and  the  interest  in  them  grows  an- 
nually. 
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Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Music 

Keziah  Holloway,  Director  of  Music 

Community  Singing  is  held  twice  a week  for  one-half  hour 
periods  preceding  the  moving  picture  shows — approximately 
400  patients  take  part.  The  words  of  the  songs  are  projected 
on  the  screen.  National,  international  and  popular  songs  of 
the  day  are  used.  An  average  of  10  songs  is  rendered  each 
night.  Occasionally  special  numbers  such  as  solos,  duets,  song 
and  dance  numbers,  tap  dances,  etc.,  are  given  by  patients. 
Organists  from  the  various  churches  occasionally  put  on  organ 
recitals.  These  special  numbers  are  very  much  enjoyed  by  the 
patients. 

Choirs,  both  Catholic  and  Protestant,  have  been  organized. 
The  Catholic  Choir  is  made  up  of  employees  only  and  holds 
weekly  rehearsals.  The  Protestant  Choir  is  made  up  of  both 
employees  and  patients — it  also  holds  weekly  rehearsals.  The 
choirs  sing  at  church  services  and  on  special  occasions  such  as 
Christmas,  Easter,  Mothers’  Day,  etc. 

Ward  Singing  is  held  daily.  The  patients  are  seated  about 
the  piano  or  portable  organ  and  sing  folk  and  popular  songs. 
Most  of  the  wards  are  reached  twice  a week  and  many  patients 
take  part.  During  these  periods,  many  musical  games  are 
played  and  dancing  is  practiced. 

Music  Meetings,  six  in  number  each  week,  are  held  on  both 
the  men’s  and  women’s  wards.  In  addition,  there  are  dancing 
periods.  There  are  two  periods  of  choir  rehearsals,  two  periods 
of  rhythm  orchestra  practice  and  four  periods  of  private  les- 
sons. 

Folk  Dancing  is  taught.  Many  patients  who  will  not  sing 
or  play  will  often  take  part  in  the  dancing.  Three  dancing 
groups  have  been  organized — three  one-hour  periods  a week 
are  given  to  this  type  of  musical  activity.  Waltzes,  fox  trots, 
folk  dancing,  square  dancing  and  singing  games  are  practiced 
in  these  periods. 

Rhythm  Orchestra:  Bells,  triangles,  cymbals,  jingle  sticks 
and  rhythm  sticks  often  appeal  to  mental  patients  who  will  not 
take  part  in  other  types  of  musical  activity.  Two  rhythm  or- 
chestras have  been  organized — one  is  made  up  of  12  girls  and 
the  other  of  11  boys. 
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Individual  Work:  Some  patients  are  slower  than  others 

in  their  musical  capabilities  and,  therefore,  require  special  at- 
tention. Some  are  capable  of  doing  more  advanced  work.  In- 
dividuals who  at  one  time  sang  or  played  are  encouraged  to 
resume  their  musical  activities  while  others  who  have  had  no 
previous  training  but  who  display  interest  are  encouraged  in 
engaging  in  some  musical  activity. 

Social  Parties : Many  mental  patients  show  a tendency 

to  isolate  themselves — parties  and  hikes  are  made  use  of  to 
bring  the  patients  together  for  pleasure.  During  the  summer 
months,  such  parties  are  held  once  a week  on  the  lawn — 
musical  entertainment  is  supplied  by  the  patients.  Tables  are 
arranged  attractively  and  refreshments  are  served. 

17  one-hour  periods  were  given  to  6 juvenile  patients.  In- 
struction was  given  in  music  and  school  work — also,  recreation 
was  provided.

Mental  Clinics  and  Community  Activities 

Ideas  regarding  the  obligations  of  the  mental  hospital  to 
the  public  and  to  the  community  have  undergone  radical 
change  in  recent  years.  Formerly,  the  hospital  merely  cared 
for  and  treated  the  patients  admitted — it  did  not  concern  itself 
with  those  outside  the  hospital  proper.  Now,  a complete 
change  has  come  about  which,  it  is  believed,  is  a salutary  one. 
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The  hospital  is  reaching  out  into  the  community  extending  its 
services  to  the  people  with  a view  to  aiding  in  prevention  of 
mental  disease  and  deficiency.  Actual  treatment  in  the  hos- 
pital is  not  being  neglected  in  the  new  order  of  things  but  a 
new  orientation  has  come  about  in  that  we  are  now  stressing 
prevention  wherein  lies  the  only  hope  of  stemming  the  tide  of 
steadily  increasing  numbers  of  mental  patients. 

Some  60  mental  clinics  open  to  the  public  have  been  estab- 
lished throughout  the  State — these  operate  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  State  Bureau  of  Mental  Health.  The  psychi- 
atrist for  the  clinic  usually  comes  from  the  mental  hospital  of 
the  community  while  the  Bureau  of  Mental  Health  supplies  the 
psychologist.  These  clinics  act  in  a purely  advisory  capacity — 
they  make  diagnoses  and  recommendations  but  do  not  under- 
take actual  treatment — often  the  patient  is  referred  back  to 
the  family  physician  to  carry  out  the  treatment.  In  many 
cases,  of  course,  it  is  necessary  to  recommend  institutional  care 
and  treatment.  Patients  are  referred  to  the  clinics  from  many 
sources  such  as  family  physicians,  the  Courts,  the  schools,  wel- 
fare organizations  and  relatives  of  patients.  We  operate  two 
such  clinics,  each  being  held  monthly — one  at  the  Nanticoke 
State  Hospital  and  the  other  at  the  Pittston  Hospital. 

49  patients  (30  male  and  19  female)  were  examined  at  the

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In  addition,  approximately  50  patients  were  examined  in 
consultation  with  private  physicians  and  at  the  several  hos- 
pitals in  the  community. 

During  the  year  an  address  by  the  Superintendent  on 
“The  Church,  the  Minister  and  the  Program  of  Mental  Hy- 
giene” was  delivered  before  the  Ministerial  Association  of 
Nanticoke  and  vicinity,  before  the  Ministerial  Association  of 
Williamsport  and  before  the  Pennsylvania  Baptist  Ministers’ 
Union  at  Bucknell  University.  In  January,  a paper  on  “The 
Psychoneuroses”  was  read  before  the  Luzerne  County  Medical 
Society — Hazleton  Branch  at  Hazleton.  An  address  on  “The 
Problem  of  Mental  Disease”  was  presented  before  the  Rotary 
Club  of  Shickshinny  and  before  the  Men’s  Club  of  the  Nanti- 
coke Methodist  Church.  At  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the 
State  Association  of  Medical  Superintendents  of  Mental  Hos- 
pitals, held  at  the  Hillside  Mental  Hospital,  the  Superintendent 
was  on  the  program  for  discussion  of  a paper  on  “What  Be- 
comes of  the  Mental  Patient.” 

A course  of  16  lectures  on  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases 
was  given  in  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  of  the  Pittston 
Hospital.  The  Superintendent  acts  as  consultant  in  mental 
and  nervous  diseases  both  at  the  Nanticoke  State  Hospital  and 
at  the  Pittston  Hospital. 

The  work  of  the  Social  Service  Department  is  recorded 
elsewhere.

Visitors 

The  district  from  which  our  patients  come  all  lies  within 
a radius  of  fifteen  miles  of  the  hospital.  Due  largely  to  this 
factor  of  proximity,  we  have  an  unusually  large  number  of 
visitors.  Our  Visitors’  Register  shows  that  approximately 
10,000  persons  visited  patients  in  the  hospital  during  1932. 
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The  Department  of  Social  Service

Social  Service  Worker 

We  employ  a full  time  Social  Worker.  Patients  who  re- 
cover or  who  improve  sufficiently  are  kept  on  parole  for  a 
period  of  six  months  after  leaving  the  hospital.  We  usually 
have  about  75  patients  on  parole.  Before  parole,  the  Social 
Worker  makes  an  investigation  of  the  home  environment  to 
make  certain  that  conditions  are  favorable  for  complete  ad- 
justment of  the  patient  to  home  and  community  living.  Dur- 
ing the  parole  period  the  Social  Worker  makes  periodic  visits 
to  the  home  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  every  way  possible  in 
the  complete  adjustment  of  the  patient.  It  is  felt  that  this 
after-care  is  a necessary  and  important  part  of  the  work  of  the 
modern  mental  hospital.

Ferry  Operation 

There  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  status  of  ferry  op- 
eration nor  can  any  be  expected — as  pointed  out  in  previous 
reports,  this  is  an  obsolete  and  entirely  inadequate  method  of 
transportation.  It  is  a physical  impossibility  to  handle  the 
traffic  satisfactorily  in  this  manner.  During  the  year,  the 
County  Engineer  made  a survey  for  a proposed  road  over  the 
mountain  into  Glen  Lyon — his  report  shows  that  the  cost  would 
be  prohibitive  and  far  greater  than  that  required  for  the  con- 
struction of  a bridge.  The  following  is  a record  of  ferry  opera-

Repairs,  Improvements  and  Construction 

The  new  Service  Building  was  completed  and  the  equip- 
ment installed.  The  new  auditorium  was  occupied  in  June  and 
our  first  sound  picture  shows  were  started  there  in  that  month. 
In  July  the  kitchen  and  bakery  in  the  new  building  were  put 
in  operation  and  in  the  same  month  the  Occupational  Therapy 
Department  occupied  its  new  quarters  consisting  of  the  entire 
second  floor  of  the  west  wing.  In  August,  the  kitchen  and 
dining-room  for  employees  were  put  in  service. 

The  concrete  tunnel  connecting  the  Service  Building  with 
the  main  hospital  was  completed. 

A concrete  tunnel,  for  food  distribution  purposes,  con- 
necting the  hospital  and  almshouse  was  constructed. 
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Tlie  wiring  for  A.  C.  service  from  transformers  to  switch- 
board in  the  Service  Building  was  completed. 

An  operator’s  table  for  the  motion  picture  booth  was 
made. 

A conduit  for  telephone  service  to  the  Service  Building 
was  installed. 

A.  C.  service  lines  from  the  Service  Building  to  the  Ad- 
ministration Building  were  installed. 

A table  and  record  cabinet  for  the  centralized  radio  was 
made. 

Steel  clothes  lockers  for  Ward  12  were  assembled  and  in- 
stalled. 

54  new  window  screens  were  made  and  installed. 

The  morgue  was  reconstructed  and  complete,  modern 
equipment  for  autopsy  work  was  installed. 

The  drilling  of  the  new  well  to  provide  additional  water 
supply  was  completed  and  the  construction  of  the  pump-house 
for  same  is  80%  completed. 

New  arches  for  boiler  No.  1 at  the  power  plant  were  con- 
structed. 

The  construction  of  concrete  side-walks  and  the  grading 
about  the  Service  Building  were  completed. 

A concrete  retaining  wall  in  front  of  the  dormitory  for 
men  employees  was  constructed. 

The  principal  items  of  painting  completed  were  as  follows : 
Wards  11,  12  and  ,13;  ward  1,  dining-room;  4 double  cottages 
for  employees ; apartments  for  employees  in  the  10-block 
house ; hospital  windows,  screens  and  doors ; and  the  lawn 
benches. 

Plaster  repair  work  was  done  in  wards  2,  12,  13  and  in  the 
sewing-room. 

The  additional  fire  towers  for  wards  14  and  16,  a complete 
fire  alarm  system  and  an  emergency  lighting  system — as  recom- 
mended by  the  State  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry — were 
practically  completed  during  the  year. 

The  reconstruction  of  the  old  auditorium  on  the  4th  floor 
of  the  Administration  Building  to  house  50  men  patients  was 
completed. 

Construction  of  a pent-house  on  the  power  plant  roof  to 
house  the  skip-lioist  mechanism  is  practically  complete. 

Needs  of  the  Hospital  and  Recommendations 

1.  I wish  again  to  recommend  the  fire-proofing  of  all 
wards,  as  has  been  recommended  in  previous  reports.  The  best 
insurance  against  fire  is  modern,  fire-proof  construction.  The 
buildings,  as  constructed,  are  definite  fire  hazards.  This  fire- 
proofing work  should  be  carried  out  on  a definite  schedule — 
by  taking  one  unit  each  summer  the  work  could  be  done  with 
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the  least  inconvenience  and  the  cost  would  be  distributed  over 
a number  of  years. 

2.  Additions  to  wards  13,  11,  15,  16,  17  and  18  to  provide 
for  porches  and  for  wards  to  segregate  and  treat  tuberculous 
patients. 

3.  Reconstruction  of  refectory  and  old  laundry  building 
to  house  employees  and  thus  make  room  for  additional  patients 
in  quarters  now  occupied  by  employees. 

4.  Treatment  of  water  supply  to  correct  hardness  and  an 
acid  condition  which  affect  seriously  the  boiler  tubes  and 
piping. 

5.  Drinking  fountains  for  all  wards. 

6.  General  operating  room  and  equipment. 

7.  Physiotherapy  equipment. 

8.  Paving  in  rear  of  Service  Building  for  trucking. 

9.  Storage  building  at  power  plant. 

10.  Hard  surfacing  of  roadway  around  buildings. 

11.  Barber  shop  and  equipment. 

12.  Completion  of  employees’  garage  for  renting  space  to 
employees.
